WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Rev, Carl Mclntire stages his 
third win-the-war march in the 
nation’s capital today with a 
plea that “President Nixon will 
be listening to us just like he 
listened to the hippies.” 
The thousands were copiing 
by bus and private autos to ar­ 
rive in time lor a parade up 
Pennsylvania Avenue to a 2 
p.m. 
round 
of speech making 
at the Washington Monument. 
Most of them planned to return 
home 
without 
an 
overnight 
stay. 
Mclntire backed away from 
predicting a turnout for his Pa­ 
triots’ March for Victory, but 
said prospects are good the 
number will exceed 
the big 
April 24 antiwar march which 
drew a police-estimated crowd 
of 175,000. 
In 
a 
warmup 
for 
today’s 
event, about 200 followers gath­ 
ered with Mclntire at the Capi­ 
tol for 90 minutes of singing 
and praying Friday night. The 
praying was led by Mclntire 
and Pastor Henry Campbell of 
Dexter, with a dozen in the 
crowd each saying a solo pray­ 
er 
to 
repeated 
echoes 
of 
“Amen.” 
One of the six-member Na­ 
tionalist 
Chinese 
delegation 
said a prayer in his native 
tongue. 
Radio messages from Presi­ 
dent Chiang Kai-shek of Nation­ 
alist China, South Korean Pres­ 
ident 
Chung Hee 
Park 
and 
South 
Vietnamese 
President 
Nguyen Van Thieu and Vice 
President Ngtfyen Cao Ky were 
planned highlights of today’s 
ceremonies at the Washington 
Monument. 
Ky had been scheduled as 
main speaker for another win- 
the-war rally last Oct. 3 but 
canceled out after protest* by 
antiwar groups.

Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama planned to speak to 
the crowd by telephone from 
Dallas and Georgia Lt. Gov. 
Lester Maddox was to speak 
from Atlanta. 
Friday night’s religious cere­ 
mony, alternately gay and sol­ 
emn, had been scheduled on the 
Capitol steps but was moved up 
to the covered portico as heavy 
rain fell. 
Even as they sang there was 
talk of further demonstrations 
by the antiwar groups, which 
have protested here for more 
than two weeks. 
At a news conference called 
by the People’s Coalition for 
Peace and Justice, Carl Zietlow 
said, 
“We’ve 
suspended 
the 
demonstrations . . • as we re­ 
group our forces and plan for 
the future.” 
In a couple of weeks, he said, 
“we’ll move into the massive 
nonviolent phase’’ and arrange 
to bring people back to Wash­ 
ington.

Mercury Warning May Mean End 


Of Swordfishing Industry 


NEW 
BEDFORD, 
Mass. 
(A P) — The discovery of mer­ 
cury in swordfish may do to 
that industry in the old port of 
New 
Bedford 
what 
the 
dis­ 
covery of oil in Pennsylvania 
did to the port’s whaling trade 
more than a century ago. 
“I guess that just about does 
it for us;” said Joseph J. Avila 
Jr. after the Food and Drug 
Administration said a survey of 
swordfish samples found 95 per 
cent contaminated with mercu­ 
ry in excess of safety guide­ 
lines of 0.5 parts per million. 
As a result of the survey, the 
FDA Thursday warned the pub­ 
lic against eating the popular 
seafood. 
'The swordfishing business in 
New England is centered here, 
and Avila, his cousin, James F. 
Avila, and their uncle, Gilbert 
S. Avila, accounted for most of 
the 97,000 pounds of swordfish 
landed in New Bedford from 
the 
southern 
New 
England 
coastal waters last year. 
The New Bedford w'haling in­ 
dustry was at its peak when the 
first 
commercially 
successful 
oil well was drilled in Titus­ 
ville, Pa., in 1859. Oil products, 
including kerosene for lighting, 
became cheaper, the whaling 
industry faded. 
Swordfishing, likewise, seems 
about to vanish. 
The FDA said its investiga­ 
tion disclosed that the long- 
lived 
swordfish 
accumulate 
dangerous amounts of mercury. 
In the Boston area alone, the 
FDA said, more than 400,000 
pounds of swordfish, valued at 
$240,000, were seized and would 
be destroyed. 
Mercury poisoning can cause 


damage to the brain, kidney 
and nervous system. 
Most of the 26 million pounds 
of 
swordfish 
consumed 
in 
America 
last year was 
im­ 
ported from Canada and Japan. 
But it’s an important source of 
income 
for 
some U.S. 
fish­ 
ermen. 
Using specially rigged boats 
with long bow platforms, fish­ 
ermen harpoon the swordfish 
as they bask in the sun in 
warm weather near the sur­ 
face. 
Joseph and Gilbert Avila own 
a light plane for spotting the 
fish during the season, June to 
Labor Day. Joseph said he had 
spent more than $1,500 in pilot 
fees alone and “now it’s no use 
to us.” 
“It all depends who you talk 
to. One guy will tell you the 
warning doesn’t mean a thing, 
and another guy will tell you 
the opposite. All I know is that 
nobody I know ever got sick 
from eating swordfish.” 
Industry spokesmen in Cali­ 
fornia, 
a 
major 
source 
of 
swordfish, said some fishermen 
there will have to go out of 
business because of the warn­ 
ing.

50, 
and 
Bud 
Sears, 55, operators of the 46- 
foot 
Invader 
swordfish boat, 
said that despite the FDA advi­ 
sory, they’re going out at the 
start of the swordfish season to 
make test catches. 
“We re going to go out and 
bring 
in 
samples 
and 
test 
them,” Sears said. He added 
that he wants to compare pri­ 
vate test findings with those of 
FDA.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Nixon administration has an­ 
nounced a “ major national ef­ 
fort” to treat alcoholism and 
has asked Congress to provide 
$34.6 million for the program. 
This figures out to about $3.90 
a year for each of the country’s 
9 million alcoholics or problem 
drinkers. 
Two senators contend this is 
not enough. 
Dr. Morris E. Chavetz. whose 
appointment as director of the 
government’s new National In­ 
stitute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism 
was 
announced 
Thursday, acknowledged in an 
interview the $34.6 million ad­ 
ministration request for alco­ 
holism programs next year will 
fall far short of the need. 
“The country is ambivalent 
about alcholism and doesn’t ap­ 
pear ready through Congress to 
provide the needed funds,” he 
said. 
Elliot' L. Richardson, secre­ 
tary of health, education and 
welfare, said his announcement 
of the new alcoholism institute 
means “the federal government 
has launched a major national 
effort to combat this serious 
and widespread public health 
problem.” 
Sen. Harold E. Hughes, D- 
lowa, a. former alcoholic, and 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
dispute 
the 
administration’s 
commitment to combatting al­ 
coholism. 
They contend President Nix­ 
on has waited five months to 
implement the comprehensive 
alcoholism program passed last 
year by Congress and intends 
to request only a small portion 
of the authorized funds. 
The 
administration’s 
fiscal 
1972 budget for alcoholism, calls 
for $34.6 million compared to 
$100 million authorized by Con­ 
gress. Government alcoholism 
experts 
requested 
far 
more 
money than the White House 
granted, 
Dr. 
Bertram 
S. 
Brown, director of the National 
Institute of Mental Health in­ 
dicated at a news conference. 
There are an estimated 9 mil­ 
lion 
alcoholics 
and 
problem 
drinkers in the country with 
cases growing by 100,000 each 
year. More than 25,000 persons 
are 
killed 
in 
alcohol-related 
traffic accidents annually. 
The government says 11,000 
persons die each year from al­ 
coholism with one-haIf of all 
homicides and one third of all 
suicides known to be alcohol-re- 
la ted. 
The major goal of the new al­ 
coholism institute is to create a 
series of community treatment 
centers throughout the country. 


50-Foot Candle

The candle is a cylinder, 18 
feet in diameter. 
Wax drips 
down 
the 
outside 
like 
big 
icicles. The main color is yel­ 
low, but vertical stripes of red, 
blue, green and pink are includ­ 
ed in the top half. 
Brock, 39. a candle maker in 
the

town of Scappoose, says the 
candle “will burn forever so 
long as we keep pumping wax 
up there.”

While Hanks wouldn't name 
his five favorites, he gave some 
broad hints. 
“ The name of the game is to­ 
tal preparation,” Hanks said. 
“ You’ve got to go to a track 
ready to run and with every 
part of a complicated machine 
as near perfect as you can 
make it. 
“ I wore out three midget race 
cars,” the former national big 
car champion said, “ and the 
only time I ever got upside 
down was when a connecting 
rod broke and locked up the 
clutch.’’

commissioner of the National 
Basketball Association said op­ 
timistically 
after 
announcing 
the long-awaited merger agree­ 
ment with the American Bas­ 
ketball Association. 
However, 
Larry 
Fleisher, 
counsel for the NBA Players 
Association which has an anti­ 
trust suit pending in an attempt 
to prevent a merger that would 
put an end to the wild bidding 
war, was not so optimistic. 
“ I don’t believe Congress will 
approve the merger and we’re 
going to be fighting it,” he 
said. 
It is the suit that makes anti­ 
trust exemption 
by Congress 
necessary for any union be­ 
tween the leagues to be com­ 
pleted. and even the positive 
thinking Kennedy felt the ac­ 
tual merger was some time off. 
Realistically, I think it will 
be a year or more before we 
can get Congressional approv­ 
al,” he said. “ Hopefully, it will 
be before the start of the 1972- 
73 season.” 
That means there will be no 
common 
college 
draft 
next 
spring, prolonging the bidding 
war for graduating college tal­ 
ent that has forced contracts up 
to as much as a reported $3 
million. Even low draft picks 
were getting in the thousands.

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MONEY FOR SCHOOLS 
Arnold W. Spilly made an auspicious 
debut as acting successor to Robert 
Wyatt as head of the Indiana State 
Teachers Association when he advocated 
a complete disregard of budget limita­ 
tions by schools and suggested going into 
debt to finance elementary and secon­ 
dary education in the state. 
Spilly was holding his first press con­ 
ference Monday since being named to 
his new position. Hopefully, this ex­ 
tremely short-sighted approach to a very 
complex problem was just for show. 
If such is not the case, and Mr. Spilly 
is serious in his stand, he should be 
warned Hoosier citizens aren’t going to 
be stampeded into such irresponsible be­ 
havior by his veiled threats. 
Residents might find his approach a 
little more palatable if he would show 
a little honesty and candor and say his 
stand is to assure teachers in the state 
salary increases this year and not cloak 
his real mission by feigning concern for 
“shortchanging pupils.” 
Spilly was accurate in his assessment 
that there is “a grim picture for the 1971- 
1972 school year” for public education in 
the state in the wake of the General 
Assembly’s inability to provide some kind 
of property tax relief. 
An exhaustive examination of public 
school spending will be needed to un­ 
cover methods of operating the schools 
in the most economical way possible, 
consistent with a good education. 
The total operation and inner work­ 
ings of school systems will have to be 
studied with an eye to making recom­ 
mendations aimed at producing maxi­ 
mum efficiency and the highest quality 
education possible within the financial 
limitations of the community. 
The public is going to be especially de­ 
manding because of their fear that the 
already extremely high property tax 
rates will go even higher. To advocate 
going into debt now with additional ap­ 
propriations that will have to be paid 
back later is economic irresponsibility 
that adds little dignity to the office of 
ISTA president. 
The community owes its children a 
good education, but this does not mean 
that operation of the school system 
should be sacrosanct. Every facet Of 
school spending should be open to public 
examination, because the public is pay­ 
ing the bill. 
The taxpayers, in turn, should keep a 
watchful eye on the school budget as it 
develops, aiding wherever possible in es­ 
tablishing priorities for the limited num ­ 
ber of dollars which will be available.

Have you wondered how 
plants survive extreme cold? 
Just as you know the time to 
turn on heat in your home or to 
put on an overcoat, so do cold- 
hardy plants gird for winter. 
Scientists, however, admit 
they are mystified how plants 
survive extremely low tempera­ 
tures, but a Cornell plant phy­ 
siologist believes he may have a 
key.Low night temperatures and 
shorter days trigger a “biologi­ 
cal alarm clock.” During cool 
fall months, a plant slows its 
growth and goes dormant for 
winter. However, in summer 
any cold-hardy plant is suscepti­ 
ble to cold injury or winter kill 
if subjected to abnormally low 
temperatures. 
The cold acclimation, or read­ 
justment period, occurs only 
during the cool fall, months be­ 
fore winter. Because they lack a 
genetic capacity to trigger the 
process, subtropic and tropical 
plants cannot survive in cold. 
Many marginally hardy species 
would die. 
Prof. Peter L. Steponkus says 
trees or shrubs do freeze under 
sub-zero temperatures but they 
have a unique ability to resist 
resultant Injury. 
How does a plant protect itself 
from cold injury after freezing? 
A major chemical change oc­ 
curring during cold acclimation 
is the accumulation of sugar. 
Scientists 'know sugar is impor­ 
tant in increasing resistance to 
cold. Just how is not clear. 
Steponkus found that sugary 
substances combined with pro­ 
teins form a sugar-protem com­ 
plex. He thinks this protein-sug­ 
ar linkage is a key in the proc­ 
ess enabling plants to survive 
freezing. 
The problems to solution in­ 
clude determining which of sev­ 
eral types of sugar or which 
among hundreds of protein 
types combine with sugar. 
One goal is to measure, with 
radio isotopes, the type and 
quantity of proteins and sugars 
involved at various stages of the 
cold acclimation period

ivy, Steponkus found increases 
not only in sugar but in proteins 
and their basic amino acids and 
fatty substances. In contrast, 
starch content drops. 
English ivy is being used as a 
test plant because it can with­ 
stand 25-below zero cold, In 
tests, it routinely is induced to 
undergo acclimation at any 
time of the year. 
The experiments, Steponkus 
said, eventually might help de­ 
velop artificial means of in­ 
creasing resistance to freezing 
in 
marginally-hardy species 
such as magnolias, azaleas, and 
rhododendrons. This would wid­ 
en geographic distribution of 
these and other economically 
important cold-sensitive plants. 
"The possibility of growing 
citrus or palm, trees in cold re­ 
gions is remote because they 
have no genetic capacity to 
sense the cold and get ready for 
the winter in contrast to cold- 
hardy plants,” Steponkus said.

Q- I am 64 and was totally 
dependent upon my wife until 
she died a few weeks ago. Can 
1 receive monthly survivor's 
benefits from social security on 
her work record? 
A. Yes—if she has enough soc­ 
ial security credit. Call or visit 
your local social security office 
as soon as possible for more 
details on how to apply. 
Q. My husband and I are both 
retired and getting monthly soc­ 
ial security benefits on our own 
records. We just started work­ 
ing part time and will each earn 
nearly $1 'Wj this year. Is it 
true that we will lose some soc­ 
ial security benefits because our 
combined earnings are almost 
$2,000? 
A. No, it isn’t. You and your 
husband can each earn up to 
$1,680 in a calendar year with­ 
out losing any social security 
benefits. 
Q. I am 66 and still work full 
time as a teacher. However, 
since I do not teach during the 
summer months of July and Au­ 
gust, can I apply for monthly 
social security benefits for these 
2 months? 
A. Yes. Benefits can be paid 
for any month in which you do 
not earn over $140. 
Q. I collect monthly social se­ 
curity benefits as a widow. I 
have my own social security 
number, but I have never work­ 
ed outside the home. Will my 
family be able to get a payment 
from social security to help pay 
my burial expenses when I die? 
A. No. Your family would not 
receive a lump-sum death pay­ 
ment if you have never worked 
under social security.
